NEW YORK.—More tlian $100.- 


000,000 was spent by the American 
people for toys and games during 
1921, the National City Bank nas 
figured. 
The factory value of toys 


manufactured in this .country has 
more than trebled, it was estimated, 
since the war cut off the supply from 
Germany, chief source of America's 
toy imports. The ralue of toys made 
here in 1919, was given as $46,- 
000,000 compared 
with $14,000,- 
000 five years previously. 


Capital invested in the American 


industry advanced from $10,000,000 
in 1914 to $25,000,000 in ISIS. Toy 
imports declined from $8.000,000 in 
1913 to $1,000,000 In 1918, while 
imports rose in 1920 to $6,000,000 
and to $10,000,000 in "1921. 


Exports of American toys jumped 


from less than $1,000,000 in 1913 
to $4,000,000 last year.
